Dixie Bloc Snags Gordon Judgeship Bid 

The Senate’s Dixie bloc has snarled a White House 
plan to name ex-Gov. Walter Gordon of the Virgir 
Isles as the first Negro Federal district judge in the 
U.S., JET learned in Washington. 

Offered the $22,500-a-year Federal judgeship re- 
cently vacated by Herman Moore, Gordon agreed to 
resign his $17,500-a-year post and be replaced by 
John D. Merwyn, white, the first islander ever con- 
sidered for the governorship. However, the Senate 
Interior Committee cleared Merwyn and the Senate 
is expected to approve his nomination before the 
close of the session. 

Meanwhile, the Judiciary Committee, headed by 
Mississippi Senator James Eastland, has refused to 
even consider Gordon. The delay means that Gordon 
will vacate his governor post and be named to the 
judgeship on a unpredictable interim basis. 

The White House plan was to assign Gordon to 
the Virgin Isles court, and then later transfer him 
toa U. S. district court in his native California.

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POWELL WINS HARLEM PRIMARY; 


After a summer primary election campaign punctu 
ated by bitterness, acrimony and name-calling, Harlem 
preacher-politician Adam Clayton Powell defeated City 
Councilman Earl Brown for the Democratic nomination to 
Congress by a 14,837 to 4,935 vote. It was a victory over 
Tammany Hall as well, since Brown had organization sup 
port from Gov. Averell Harriman and New York County 
Party Committee Chairman Carmine DeSapio all the way 
down to the precinct worker level. 

Before midnight in Harlem (polls closed at 10 p.m) 
Powell was tasting the fruit of his landslide. In a second 
floor ballroom on Sugar Hill, he gathered his army (nearly 
1,000 all unpaid) of volunteer campaign workers about 
him and bellowed in his best pulpit baritone: “It was 4 
victory for the people, not me! I’m only the figurehead 
They are sick and tired of Tammany Hall and the Uncle 
Tom leaders the organization sends to boss us.” 

Later, in the full flush of his victory, Powell declared 
that Harlem political leaders who refused to support him 
(including Manhattan Borough President Hulan Jack) 
must step out of their district leadership and make way 
for new faces—selected by Powell. “It is time,” he said, “to 
clear away the records of Tammany Hall and build a new 
Democratic Party in Harlem, one which truly represents 
the Negro.” 

Tammany, properly impressed with the Powell landslide, 
took immediate steps to restore party harmony. De 
Sapio offered organization support in November. Powell 
promptly rejected it, declaring, “who needs him now?’

would support Powell in the general election, but the cagey 
Congressman, while insisting “I am a Democrat,” dropped 
hints that he may seek the support of oil and banking 
millionaire Nelson Rockefeller in the Republican cam- 
paign for governor. 

One thing was certain. Powell is Harlem’s unchallenged 
political leader. He announced he will begin at once build- 
ing a new political organization with no Tammany help. 
“I will run a new slate of candidates for district leadership 
in 1959,” he declared, “one of the first Tammany heads to 
roll will be Hulan Jack’s.” Four or five other party regulars, 
he said, are also destined for political extinction.

Negro, White Preacher For Living Together 
A test of Mississippi’s segregation laws appeared likely 
after a Negro minister and a white minister and his wife 
were sentenced to 30 days in jail and fined $50 each for 
“living in the same house, having meals together and hav- 
ing adjoining bedrooms.” White Rev. and Mrs. (Stella)

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Birth Rate Increases 22%; Non-Whites Lead 

American women now in their childbearing years (15-44) 
are averaging 22 per cent more children than in 1950, and 
non-whites continue to bear more offspring than whites, 
the U. S. Census Bureau reported. It said the number of 
children born per 1,000 non-white women increased by 
366 to 1,990, while the white ratio was 271 to 1,637. The 
report also showed that increases in fertility were greatest 
among lower income groups. 


Wilkins Continues As Assistant Labor Secretary 

J. Ernest Wilkins continued to serve as Assistant Labor 
Secretary in Washington despite reports, that President 
Eisenhower asked him to resign the post at a private 
White House confab. At the first private meet granted a 
Negro appointee, the President reportedly offered Wilkins 
several other “job opportunities,” but Wilkins has spurned 
efforts of Labor Sec. James P. Mitchell to replace him with 
George Lodge, the department’s information officer and 
sn of the chief UN delegate.

left $95,000 estate. court fight is Mrs. Susan Augusta 
Chapman of Orlando, adopted daughter of Zeke’s father, 
deceased millionaire real estate man Dana A. Dorsey. A 
Miami Probate Court had awarded Mrs. Chapman two- 
thirds of her stepfather’s $1 million estate in 1952, and 
the other third to Zeke. Because of Zeke’s death, Mrs 
Chapman is now staking claim to the entire Dorsey estate 
on grounds that her step-brother died without leaving 4 
will, and she is his closest living relative. 

But in Titusville, Fla., Zeke’s cousin, Sherman Campbell, 
saw the $95,000 in a different light. Not only had Zeke left 
a will, contended Campbell, he also left out Mrs. Chapman 
completely. Campbell, according to his own account, was 
named the estate executor and was to receive one half of 
the money. A fourth was to go to Campbell’s brother, 
George, and the remaining one-fourth was earmarked fo 
five other persons said to be Zeke’s relatives. 

Meanwhile, a second will dated Dec. 21, 1949, divided 
Zeke’s estate among four other persons—including aged

widow Mrs. Lena Glenn, who once took 
care of him. Miami Atty. E. Clyde 
Vining was to be rewarded apparently 
for leading a 10-year search for Zeke 
after his father’s February, 1940, 
death. The will also left a third of the 
estate to Fort Lauderdale’s Provident 
Hospital “to be used exclusively and 
entirely for the benefit of colored 
people.” 

However, a third will, also bearing 
Zeke’s signature, but hand written by 
someone else, was drawn up Oct. 6, 
1954. Found among papers belonging 


to a deceased Miami couple, Mr. and Mrs. H. S. Baggs, it 
did not come to light until shortly after Zeke’s death.

Search For Missing Zeke Lasted 10 Years 

of the millionaire’s wife. Their adopted daughter, now 
Mrs. Chapman, was considered the sole heir until someone 
remembered Dorsey had fathered a son by an earlier 
marriage. The boy had run away at age 12 from Palatka, 
Fla., been reared by his grandparents named Campbell 
and adopted their surname. For 10 years court-appointed 
lawyers searched for the missing heir, finally found Zeke 
Campbell listed among persons applying for free food 
hand-outs in Fort Lauderdale. 

To a man poverty-stricken 56 years, it should have been 
good news that he had been left a fortune by a father he 
could not even remember. But Zeke was afraid to appear 
in a Miami court and collect his inheritance. He feared 
law officials mainly because he had once seen a constable 
beat a farmer unmercifully. So Zeke ran off to hide with 
his cousin, Sherman Campbell, in Titusville. 

But Hallandale’s Mayor Foster Ingalls obtained a court 
order and, with a sheriff’s deputy, brought the frightened 
man back home. Later, the Miami court, deciding Zeke 
was “moronic and childish” and had an “immature child’s 
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mentality,” judged him mentally incompetent to handle 
his affairs and appointed the Mayor as his guardian. Then 
the court placed Zeke’s $217,000 inheritance in a Fort 
Lauderdale bank. 

Later, Mayor Ingalls built and furnished a $19,000 bun- 
galow to Zeke’s specifications, hired a housekeeper to look 
after him for $25 a week and arranged for the newly-rich 
man to have $40 a week spending money. It was enough 
for Zek: since candy, soda pop and ice cream were still 
luxuries to him despite his wealth. His biggest concern 
was not money, but his health. Forever complaining that 
his legs swelled up “like balloons,” because he had water 
in his blood and high blood pressure, Zeke constantly 
nursed himself with pills and a variety of medicines. 

He also worried over his safety, feared someone would 
someday sneak up, hit him in the head and take his 
money. For protection Zeke frequently wore a football 
helmet around town. 

Since his death last year a flood of claims have whittled 
away at his estate. Some $160,000 in lawyers’ fees, spent in 
the 10-year search for his whereabouts, had already re- 
duced it to a skeleton. Now, Mayor Ingalls is seeking 
compensation for services rendered as Zeke’s guardian. 
Medical bills totaling almost $1,000 are also pending 
against his estate. Before a cent goes to anyone, however, 
the courts must decide which of Zeke’s four wills is legal. 
Said County Probate Judge Boyd Anderson: “The estate 
could be probated next month or it could take years.”

An estimated crowd of 60 to 100 Negroes invaded the 
recreation and swimming facilities of Kerr Lake at Sat- 
terwhite Point, N. C., according to Sheriff E. A. Cottrell, 
who received complaints about the incident.

Broughton Lambert of Alexander 
City. The suggestion followed a recently filed suit chal- 
lenging the constitutionality of a 1957 legislative act that 
rearranged Tuskegee’s city limits to exclude practically 
all Negro voters.

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Reverse Judge In Favor Of Little Rock Negroes 

A court ruling by Judge Harry J. Lemley of Arkansas 
which ordered a postponement of integration in Little 
Rock until 1961 was reversed in St. Louis by the U. S. 
Court of Appeals. Writing the majority opinion, Judge 
Marion C. Matthes of St. Louis said: “Mindful as we are 
that incidents produced a situation which adversely af- 
fected normal educational processes, we are compelled to 
hold that such incidents are insufficient to constitute a 
legal basis for suspension of integration.” He added: “To 
hold otherwise would result in accession to insurrec- 
tionists or rioters.” 


Norfolk Board Defies Court; Rejects Negro Students 

The Norfolk School Board defied an order of the U. S. 
District Court and rejected the applications of 151 Negro 
students seeking admission to white schools. The board 
said 61 students refused to take pupil placement tests; 60 
were “unsuitable” for requested assignments, and the 
others failed to meet minimum scholastic requirements. 
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Va. Negro Pupils To Resume School Test Boycott 
Parents of 31 Negro children seeking admission to Ar- 
lington County, Va., white schools announced their chil- 
dren will continue to boycott scheduled interviews, follow- 
ing a Federal judge’s ruling that Negro children must 
take “reasonable” entrance tests. The ruling by U. S. Dis- 
trict Judge John Paul climaxed a two-year legal battle by 
the NAACP, which held that the County School Board’s 
testing plan was discriminatory. Meanwhile, 14 Negro 
children have applied to white Alexandria schools. 


20 Yrs. More Of School Segregation, Educator Says 

In Plymouth, N. H., educator Harold R. W. Benjamin 
predicted that by 1978 school desegregation would still 
not be enforced in the South. Benjamin, director of the 
Connecticut study of the role of the public schools, said 
that the crucial question in 1974 will be “whether the prob- 
lem of segregation in the schools is one that can be solved 
by federal judicial decision.” Mr. Benjamin spoke at the 
10th annual conference of the New England Association 
for Supervision and Curriculum Development. 


Pa. Dep’t Of Instruction Has Ist Negro Director 

Dr. Catherine Coleman of Philadelphia was approved 
by Pennsylvania Gov. George M. Leader as Director of 
the Bureau of Teacher Education in the Department of 
Public Instruction, and became the first Negro and second 
woman to hold a directorship in the Department of Public 
Instruction. The post pays $9,454. 


Tennessee Grandfather, 52, Receives Law Degree 

A 52-year-old grandfather of three, Dr. 
Crawford B. Lindsay, received the Bache- 
lor of Law degree from Tennessee Evening 
Law School in Nashville. Dr. Lindsay, 
head of the Tennessee State University 
department of English, is a cum laude 
graduate of Talladega (Ala.)

Future attempts against the life of President Francois 
DuValier of Haiti or his government will be punished with 
death, according to a recently-published presidential de- 
cree. The decree also provides imprisonment for those 
publishing or broadcasting false news or rumors which 
are deemed a threat to public peace. 
Bahamas Labor Leader Charged With Sedition 

The president of the Bahamas Federation of Labor, 
Randoll Fawkes, was arrested and charged with sedition 
in Nassau. Fawkes was the leader of the general strike 
which paralyzed the Bahamas tourist industry last 
January.

Calling himself Prince Kaunstiouri Nkabouri 
Mwuabistia, of the Ubangi, the “prince” said he had just 
arrived in the U. S. from Coventry, England, and had 
planned to hitchhike to Ft. Valley. He told authorities he 
had lost 3,000 pounds sterling and was destitute. At Ft. 
Valley, he was treated in the infirmary, then disappeared 
after college authorities said they would contact the 
French Embassy and get his money back.

A $336,400,000 dam project in the Federation of the 
Rhodesias and Nyasaland, including the construction of 
the world’s largest man-made reservoir, is scheduled for 
completion by 1960. The 180-mile-long Kariba Dam across 
the Zambesi River will provide power for the country’s 
copper mining industry.

THE WAY I SEE IT 


The man who can diagnose center- 
fielder Willie Mays’ batting problems and 
show him how to correct it has a gim- 
mick worth a million dollars or more to 
the San Francisco Giants. It’s a price I’ll bet owner 
Horace Stoneham and Manager Bill Rigney would be 
happy to pay. The Giants’ star box office attraction 
and one of the game’s most colorful players is in the 
midst of a prolonged slump that has the experts gaz- 
ing at crystal balls and in the bottoms of teacups for 
a solution. 

Willie himself has tried changing his stance at the 
plate, altering his swing in a dozen different ways and 
just about everything else he can think of, but he’s as 
much in the dark about what’s wrong with his batting 
as the average fan in the grandstands. He’s tried 
crouching, bending, squinting and stretching, but the 
record will show that in his two-month slump he is 
barely hitting .225, which is over 100 percentage points 
off his usual pace. 

It is my impression that Willie is swinging over or 
under the ball. In the games I’ve seen via television 
Willie fouled off a lot of good pitches. He seems to be 
able to get a piece of the ball, but he’s not meeting it 
with the fat of the wood. It’s for sure that he’s not 
swinging right. That’s why my theory is that Willie 
has to level his swing. Part of the solution for Willie 
may be in a change of position at the plate. Assuming 
that he has already tried 10 or 12 different ways, he’s 
got to experiment still more. 

The batting slump of course is one of the most an- 
cient ailments in baseball. I can’t think of any top- 
flight major league batter who has not suffered at one

ingly incurable disease of hitlessness. Actually, slumps 
are overcome and I’m confident that Willie will break 
out of his. 

Traditionally, Mays is a slow starter who gets red 
hot in August and September. This season, however, is 
different because Willie got off to an unusually fast 
start and slumped off at mid-season. While the records 
show that Willie’s average is still a near-the-league- 
top, .333, it is only mute testimony to the fact he was 
batting a remarkable .433 when he went inte the 
protracted slump. 

Willie is still one of baseball’s best long-ball hitters 
and I look for him to find his eye very shortly. I’ve 
heard it advanced that part of Willie’s problem has to 
do with the climate, the temperature, the environment, 
and even his domestic life. But don’t believe it. I’ve 
played a lot of ball games against Willie. I’ve watched 
him at the plate and I’ve seen his performance in the 
field. His whole life is baseball and I’m doggoned sure 
that he’s not going to let the so-called experts with 
tight little cause-and-effect theories do, say or write 
anything that will hurt his career. 

Frankly, I’ll be as pleased as he when he comes out 
of his slump. A few weeks ago in Milwaukee, Willie let 
a third strike go by with a winning run on base. Now, 
that’s just not like Mays. It’s certainly not the ball 
player I knew. Obviously, his lack of production in the 
home run and runs-batted-in department is affecting 
quite seriously his whole approach to the game. He’s 
going for some bad pitches and he’s letting some good 
ones go by. One of the reasons, of course, is that 
National League pitchers have never given him any- 
thing good. And no pitcher in his right mind would 
give anything good to a man who is capable of beating 
you in so many ways.

Bailey then allegedly pushed Rogers into a small room, 
knocked him down again and kicked him in the chest, 
breaking four ribs.

A Miami rock ’n’ roll singer and dope addict, Anthony 
Theodore Bell, 28, was charged with murder after he con- 
fessed to police he shot Chinese grocer Joe Jung Deck to 
death during a June 23 holdup. Bell, who worked as a 
quartet singer in Nassau, Bahamas, had escaped from leg 
irons at Jackson Memorial Hospital following his arrest, 
but was recaptured.

Broonzy, 
who played with the Goodman, Basie, 
Hampton, Armstrong, Lunceford, Bunk 
Johnson and Fats Waller bands between 
1936 and 1950, had been in semi-retire-

Hunters’ 


What makes The 
Hunters a memora- 
ble film is neither 
superlative acting 
nor brilliant script 
writing, but some 
of the most spec- 
tacular and au- 
thentic air combat 
scenes in movie Robert Mitchum as Major Saville. 
history. Vividly filmed in color and CinemaScope, and 
skillfully staged by Producer-Director Dick Powell, the 
picture is a moving and dramatic account of emotional 
and combat experiences of American jet fighter pilots 
during the Korean War. Essentially a showcase for the 
heroics of a few colorful, and troubled, jet pilots, The 
Hunters manages to reveal the warmth and yearnings for 
love and understanding that lie beneath the brassy and 
rough exteriors of the fliers. 

The story is based on James Salter’s 1956 novel of the 
same title, and is a tribute to the men who flew the sleek, 
screaming jets at supersonic speed. Rugged Robert 
Mitchum has the central role of Cleve Saville, who was 
an ace in World War II and turns up in Japan awaiting 
assignment to the 54th Fighter Group, stationed in Korea. 
The seeds of emotional conflict are planted when he 
meets another jet fighter trying to drown his fear of death 
in combat with liquor. Mitchum is attracted to the fear- 
haunted pilot’s wife, and eventually falls in love with her. 

The costly 20th Century-Fox production zooms through 
to a rather melodramatic climax behind the enemy lines, 
and an ending that will satisfy the conventionally-minded, 
but irritate those who believe that love should rule the day.
